Lipscomb University hosted its annual Summer Celebration, a festival of faith and fun with 
seminars, children’s activities, performances and dynamic worship, July 1-3 on campus. Ses- 
sions focused on the theme of “Beginning Now!,” a look into the early chapters of the book 
of Genesis. Summer Celebration is three days of Bible classes and lectures drawing more than 
75 presenters and speakers from through the United States and overseas. This year’s event was 
expected to be the largest ever, with the number of pre-registrations almost doubling. The 
series opened Sunday, July 1 with a time of worship with Keith 

Lancaster of Nashville, followed by a keynote address featuring Buddy Bell, preaching 
minister at Landmark Church of Christ in Montgomery, Ala. He spoke on “God’s First Word 
on Creation.” In addition to Bell, keynote speakers included Jason Bybee, Huntsville, Ala.; 
Don McLaughlin, Atlanta, Ga.; Patrick Mead, Colorado Springs, Colo.; and Harold Redd, 
Memphis. More than 75 speakers from across the nation were featured during the series. 
Lipscomb’s Summer Celebration 2012 featured a variety of other programs including the 
30th anniversary of ACAFEST, a celebration of a cappella music; sessions on grief, disability 
and urban ministries; programs for teens; children’s classes; and sessions on a wide variety 

of topics including ministry in the digital age, evangelism, marriage, worship, environmental 
stewardship and community outreach, among others. Summer Celebration concluded with 
its annual Independence Day celebration Tuesday, July 3, on the Allen Arena mall. The event 
included a professional fireworks display along with free games and activities for children, live 
entertainment featuring the Annie Moses Band as well as food vendors.

Lipscomb v teran student Ben .Maenza 
overcomes odds to seve as inspiration to 
a 


Ben Maenza, 24, from Brentwood, Tenn. has biked from St. Augustine, Fla., to San Diego, raced in the Bank of America Chicago 
Marathon and plans to race in the Music City Marathon next month. The difference between Maenza and most other racers is that he 
does it with no legs. Maenza had been in Afghanistan for 28-days in October 2010 working as a combat engineer in the Marine Corps 
when a horrific explosion from an improvised explosive device (IED) resulted in the loss of both of his legs.“We were supposed to 

look for a body that was supposedly digging in an area that was a known site for IED’s,” Maenza explained. “Everything was regular, a 
regular patrol.” Maenza and his team went on patrol and secured the area when they came upon a riverbed they needed to cross. The 
area was a flooded cornfield, and the ground density caused the medal detectors not to work. “I got a really bad feeling about this,” 
Maenza said. “Just on the way that it was, it was like that was the way they wanted us to go. We went to look for another way. We found 
something, but the Sergeant was very persistent. He said ‘we’re going to cross where I want to cross.” Maenza jumped into the river and 
led the team down the river towards where the body was. Four days prior, Maenza was involved in another explosion in the same area 
that claimed one life and wounded two others. The squad didn’t find what they were looking for and decided to walk back. “I got the 
Sergeant across the river, and while I’m standing there the Lance Corporal had fallen behind,” said Maenza. “When he came to catch 
up with me, he stepped off my track and stepped on the pressure plate which blew up the IED I was standing on.”Maenza remembers 
waking up seconds later lying on his back. “I couldn’t feel my feet,” said Maenza. “I opened my eyes and I said The Lord’s Prayer. That 
was the first thing I did.”In the blast, Maenza lost both his legs and suffered deep gashes, burns and nerve damage to his arms. He also 
suffered nasal and skull fractures. Maenza would be medically evacuated in a helicopter. “The last thing I remember is that some British 
guy put a mask over my face telling me that I’m going to be really drowsy. I fell asleep and that’s when I died,” Maenza said. Maenza 
was resuscitated in the helicopter and later woke up in a medical facility. He was later transferred to a military hospital in Germany, 
where he began his recovery - but emotional challenges were starting to mount. “I’ve had times where my spirituality hasn’t been 
upbeat. The first 6-months were probably the most trying,” Maenza said. “Just trying to wrap my brain around what happened and 
what life was going to be like. “After reading The Shack and How High Can You Bounce, Maenza turned his mentality and life around. 
“Instead of trying to figure out why it happened, I started to think about what I was going to do about it,” said Maenza. “I started do- 
ing stuff. I started taking classes and participated in sports. I started working out harder, walking and doing stuff like that. Instead of 
just sitting there and pout about it, I just moved on.”Maenza doesn’t take any credit for his recovery. He gives all the glory to God.“My 
spirituality has been a big part of it. 1 wouldn’t have been able to do it without God,” Maenza said. “He has never left me hanging. I 
wouldn’t be here today.”Maenza is now in his second-semester at Lipscomb University. He plans on finishing his degree and is currently 
preparing to race in the Music City Marathon.

It has been a week of awards for Lipscomb runner Dani Walker. She was named Atlantic Sun MVP for 
women’s indoor track and field Saturday. Monday she was honored as a member of the U.S. Track & Field 
and Cross Country Coaches Association (USTFCCCA) All-Academic Women’s Cross Country Team. To be 
eligible for the honor an athlete must have a cumulative grade point average of at least 3.25 and have either 
earned USTFCCCA All-America status or finished in the NCAA region’s top 15 or top 10 percent during 
the 2012 season. “Dani has done a great job in the classroom,” said Bill Taylor, Director of Cross Country 
and Track and Field. “She represents what we do and that is to try to be excellent academically, athletically, 
spiritually and socially. “Obviously she is excelling athletically and takes care of it in the classroom. She went 
on our mission trip to Haiti. She is a team captain. She is well-rounded.” The Lady Bisons and Bisons both 
earned Division I All-Academic honors for 2012 in the team category. The women posted a 3.44 GPA. The 
men’s team recorded a 3.42 GPA. To qualify as a USTFCCCA All-Academic Cross Country Team, the team 
must have had a 3.00 GPA or better and have started at least five runners at their respective NCAA regional 
championships. “It seems like other teams are getting a little better across the nation academically,” Taylor 
said. “It is very competitive. There are a lot of teams getting academic awards now. “We are consistently in 
there. We are very proud of that. We have been in there every season I have been here. I wouldn’t want to slip 
out of it.” Taylor demands a high GPA from both of his cross country teams. With 30 athletes on each squad 
monitoring grades can be a challenge. “Our standards and expectations are higher than where we finished,” 
Taylor said. “Despite being over 3.4 on both teams we want to achieve higher GPAs. “I would like to get as 
close to a 4.0 as possible. I think something like a 3.7 or 3.8 is reasonable and something we should really be 
striving for.”

The Lipscomb women’s soccer team, with the encouragement and support of a new 
coaching staff, has planned its first spring break mission trip to El Salvador. The team 
will serve and share the Gospel with indigenous communities and knit a 

stronger bond between themselves. Assistant coach Chris Klotz has been in direct 
communication with the mission staff of Sports Outreach Institute, and they have 

set the trip to begin on March 15. Between now and then, Klotz will be leading team 
meetings and preparing the hearts and minds of players to accept and 

embrace the challenge. During a mission trip meeting on Feb. 20, Klotz asked the 
team to meditate on and pray about Biblical passage Romans 12, which tells 
Christians to become a living sacrifice for God, serving humbly with joy, faith and 
sincere love. “There is something very significant that happens to the culture of a 
team when they are focused on serving others,” Klotz said. “Through building rela- 
tionships, experiencing a much different culture and realizing that God is bigger than 
the bubble we live in, it is my prayer that our team would become more unified in the 
purpose God has for us - to love Him and love others.”“I decided to go on the trip 
because I wanted to embrace this amazing opportunity God has provided - to travel 

to an area that isn’t as fortunate as we are here and to show His love to children that 
have been put in difficult living situations,” sophomore defenseman Brittany Rupple 
said. El Salvadoran native and freshman midfielder Cristina Giron said she hopes the 
values of her culture will allow team members to grow as individuals and together as a 
unified family. “Love in El Salvador is nothing like what we experience here, and life 
is so different. ’m confident that being exposed to a different culture will not only 
allow us to value what we have, but also value each other,” Giron said. With the help 
of the Sports Outreach Institute staff, 11 players and three coaches will devote them- 
selves to a week of service in less privileged communities. The team intends to visit a 
local orphanage, help teach English at an inner-city school and share the Gospel with 
families living in El Salvador’s developing communities. Klotz and the rest of the 
coaching staff are refocusing the women’s soccer program for players to desire and rec- 
ognize the necessity of God’s presence in their lives.“A trip devoted to serving others, 
domestically or internationally, will grow our team on so many levels,” Klotz said. “It 
is my hope that each member of the team will 

experience Christ’s love in El Salvador and their lives would be changed forever.”

The Lady Bisons captured first place in the 
Division I section of the TSU Big Blue Intercollegiate hosted by Tennessee State at the 
General’s Retreat Course at the Hermitage Golf Course Tuesday. The Lady Bisons shot 
312, the lowest team score of the second day. They finished with a two-round score of 637. 
“The boost for us is shooting 312 in tough conditions,’ LU women’s golf coach Buddy 
Harston said. “The greens were fast and undulating.“Winning will take care of itself if you 
shoot the scores. That is what we always talk about. We have to shoot the scores.” Four LU 
players shot in the 70s for 18 holes on the second day. Savanna Schubert, playing as an 
individual, fired a 76. Danielle Grace and Miriam Parker each shot rounds of 77. MacK- 
enzy Carter carded a 78.“They putted well,” Harston said. “We have been working really 
hard this spring.“You have to build your game around your short game - chipping, short 
pitching and putting - if you are going to score.” Rounding out the scoring on the second 
day for the Lady Bisons were Morgan Bucher with an 80, Sami Khan with a 90 and Sarah 
McFarlin with a 93.Grace finished third overall for the two-day, 36-hole tournament with 
a 154 (77, 77). Schubert was fourth with a 156 (80, 76). Parker finished fifth with a 157 (80, 
77). Carter tied for 10th with a 161 (83, 78).Bucher tied for 18th with a 166 (86, 80). Khan 
tied for 25th with a 177 (87, 90). McFarlin finished in 27th with a 178 (85, 93).The Lady 
Bisons travel to Jekyll Island, Ga., for the Atlantic Sun Conference Tournament April 15-

Fach year, Lipscomb offers students (sophomores and above) the opportunity to expand their hori- 
zons through a study abroad program. “Our world is globalizing very quickly, and studying abroad 
equips students and gives them tools they can’t learn in a classroom,” said Melissa Swann, site director 
for the Vienna study abroad program.While spending three months in the country, students will live 

in apartment-style housing at the International Student Housing Facility, a not-for-profit agency that 
provides housing for students from all over the world. With the apartments located in the center of 

the city, students will have fast and easy access to one of Vienna’s finest shopping centers.During these 
three months, students will also study German and experience a whole new way of life.“I have never 
spoke German in my life,” said Andrew Hunt, a sophomore student traveler majoring in law, justice, 
and society from Centerville, Tenn. “The only thing I know how to ask for is ‘tap water’ at a restaurant, 
so it will be interesting to be in a culture where I cannot communicate with many people.” In order to 
enhance their cultural knowledge and communication skills, students will study at the Austria Ameri- 
can Institute, an 85-year-old experienced collaborator for students studying abroad. “This exponential 
learning experience is provided to enhance students’ knowledge of the world around them,” Swann said,

Once the 
man creating the cross was finished, Dr. White spoke on the importance of the 
cross and the act of Jesus’ sacrifice. Members of the After Dark staff came to the 
stage to raise the finished product, standing nearly 12-feet tall. Dr. White then 
invited members of the audience to come to the foot of the stage and write down 
whatever troubled them in life to be pinned on the cross. After this, Dr. White 
concluded his lesson, and the announcer returned to the stage. He shared his 
hope that the night’s events would have the ‘anti-Vegas’ effect. The announcer said 
he hoped that ‘what happens at AfterDark doesn’t stay at AfterDark.’ Drew Hol- 
comb and the Neighbors then returned to the stage to play off the night. Sopho- 
more Jackson Horn said he found the event to be beneficial to his faith. “I just 
had a great night,” said Horn. “I just really needed some time to think about my 
relationship with Jesus tonight, and this was a great night for that. Joe brought a 
great message.”

degree at commencement Saturday 


When about 650 graduates walk across the stage at Lipscomb University’s 

May commencement at 2 p.m. on Saturday, one graduate will be celebrating a 
milestone on a journey that began hiding in her home’s basement’s in Zenica, 
Bosnia, during the Bosnian War. Snjezana “Anna” Stanisic of Nashville will 
receive an elementary education degree from Lipscomb at graduation in Allen 
Arena, a goal that at some points in her life seemed impossible.Stanisic was 
born in 1990, two years before the Bosnian War broke out, so most of her early 
childhood was spent hiding in the basement while NATO airplanes flew over 
the neighborhood. Her mother Jele cared for Anna and her sister, Vesna, at 
home, while her father, Goran, was drafted into military service and spent years 
away from the family. Her grandfather and many other family members were 
killed in the conflict.But despite the family’s struggles in Bosnia, Stanisic’s real 
challenge began when she was nine-years-old and the family moved to America. 
“IT moved to Nashville in the third grade, and my English skills were nonexis- 
tent. I could not read, write or speak English,” she says. “I would sit in class 
*“My parents couldn’t 
help me with my homework, and the teachers didn’t have as much ELL (Eng- 
lish language learner) training as they do today,” Stanisic said. “That was part 
of the reason I wanted to become a teacher.’She caught on quick, however, and 
by fifth grade was performing above average. She went on to great academic 
success in the Metropolitan Nashville Public School System. As she had the 
opportunity to learn English faster than her parents, she and her sister became 
translators. They paid the bills and navigated around the city. “I had to grow up 
a lot quicker (than other children),” she added.Then in college, Stanisic faced 
her latest and perhaps hardest challenge this past September: her father Goran 
passed away from lung cancer.“I ended up missing a lot of days last fall, right 
before my student teaching.But everyone was so understanding. I ended up on 
the honor roll for my last semester,” she said.

In a ribbon-cutting ceremony, the building for the new Nursing and 
Health Sciences Center was dedicated to the administration, faculty, and 
students by President Lowry on Thursday, Oct. 25. Nursing students, 
faculty, and members of the surrounding community gathered to witness 
more physical growth on the Lipscomb campus.

Red Bus Project e ngages lege 
students to care fSr orphans 


Wenmiiey Chapman was a student at Baylor University she recognized the incredible impact that 
college students could make on behalf of children who are orphaned. Rather than waiting until there 
was some sort of steady income to financially support orphan care projects or a family of their own 
into which they could adopt a child, Emily’s dream was that an invitation would be extended to 
college students to advocate for children void of families. Years later Emily's dream became a real- 

ity when Caleb Chapman, Emily’s brother, and Chris Wheeler, Show Hope’s Director of Student 
Initiatives, began to ask this simple question: What can students do to care for orphans while still 

in school? They began their discovery process with a few foundational understandings. First, causes 
come and go on a college campus almost daily. They wanted to create something unique that would 
distinguish itself from all the noise. Secondly, they wanted to do more than just ask for a one-time 
donation or sponsorship. Instead, they wanted to give college students tangible and ongoing oppor- 
tunities to engage with the global orphan crisis and respond in action. Third, they recognized that 
college students may not have a lot of money, but they do have stuff! Caleb and Chris, wondering 
how they could mobilize students to use their stuff to help orphans, stumbled upon the idea of 
starting some sort of thrift store from which all the proceeds would benefit orphan care and adop- 
tion advocacy efforts. Students could donate their stuff or simply shop . . . and in doing so all profits 
would help show hope to children in need of forever families. The more Chris and Caleb talked, the 
more excited they got about their idea .. . and eventually there was a BIG dream to somehow obtain 
a double-decker bus, remodel it into a mobile thrift store, and drive it from one college campus to the 
next raising awareness about the global orphan crisis and offering a tangible way to respond. As the 
dream grew, they brought in a number of experts including college consultant Jeff Trubey of Kyros 
Entertainment to help them flesh out the millions of details that would have to come together to 
make it all happen. The three of them together wondered where on earth theyd get a bus. Enter Trent 
Hemphill of Hemphill Brothers Coach Company in Nashville, TN. Trent, a long time supporter of 
Show Hope, found a broker who specializes in double-decker busses. So they bought a bus and had 

it shipped over on a boat from England! The bus was then painted back to its original red color and 
completely remodeled into a thrift store.The Red Bus Project launched in Spring of 2012 and thou- 
sands of students from 25 colleges throughout the southeast contributed over $21,000 to help provide 
waiting orphans with forever families through Show Hope adoption grants. In the process, more 

than 67,000 students were exposed to Show Hope’s Red Bus Project the newly launched orphan care 
program featuring a British double-decker-bus-turned-rolling-thrift-store.

The 
Anteaters’ Ball is far from your typical experience. As if the name Anteaters’ Ball doesn’t give 
way to the uniqueness of the performance, upon entering the double doors you realize this 
is a show like no other. A $5 donation was suggested, serving as the entry fee, with proceeds 
going to help raise awareness and prevent the spread of Malaria in Africa. The two service 
clubs partnered with a non-profit organization called Global Health Innovations for this 
year’s production. This organization designs, implements and manages medical programs fo- 
cused on providing solutions to save lives one village at a time. Brad Gautney, president and 
medical director of Global Health Innovations spoke to the crowd during intermission.“In 
areas such as Kenya, Malawi and Haiti, where we do the majority of our work, we see so 
many children and adults dying needlessly from Malaria,” Gautney said. “This disease can 
not only be prevented, but also cured after someone is infected. We have a heart for these 
children and their families, and from that stems our hard work to raise awareness and beat 
this awful disease.” Right before intermission they showed a video that allowed the audience 
to connect with these people who are crippled with Malaria and see the difference a small 
donation can make in their lives. The video shared real facts about how serious and easily 
spread Malaria is. One child under the age of five dies every 30 seconds in Africa from Ma- 
laria, and Malaria kills twice as many as does HIV/AIDS.“On our website we engage students 
like crazy,” Gautney said. “We have trips set up over spring break and we are always looking 
for more students to go on other trips throughout the year. Saving a person’s life can be as 
simple as paying for your Starbucks [coffee].“That one coffee you purchase could be enough 
money to buy a mosquito net for a family of three.” 

Both shows had a huge turnout, and the production raised a total of $5774, not to mention 
all the follow up money and help that might come out of the heightened awareness of all 
who attended.

Everything from chicken flocks to cancer 
was discussed at the College of Arts and 
Sciences Student Scholars Symposium 
year, the Lipscomb University annual Student Scholars Symposium, presented by the Col- 
Sciences, grew from 39 presentations in 2012 to 55 this year. Throughout the day-long sym- 
, March 28, Lipscomb undergraduates, graduate students and faculty presented humani- 
ties papers, posters on scientific research results, fine arts performances and more. Topics of presentations 
included everything from al-Quaeda to the impact of coffee on society. One student explored the process of 
establishing a backyard chicken flock, while another studied the invasiveness of cancer cells. Original essays, 
short stories and poems were presented along with musical compositions and a look at the hazards of electric 
cars. Scientific research into breast cancer, opoid drugs, vitamins and chronic wasting disease was presented. 
Awards were given for the best papers. All sessions were free and open to the public. A featured speaker was 
Lipscomb’s Dr. Douglas Ribeiro, assistant professor in the department of psychology. He discussed “A Jour- 
ney into Undocumented America and Implications for Psychological Science and Practice.” Additionally, Dr. 
Lynette Overby, undergraduate research director and professor of theater at the University of Delaware, spoke 
on “A Path to Student Engagement—Creative Inquiry in the Arts and Humanities.” “The creation and ad- 
vancement of knowledge in academic fields is often the greatest excitement that we have as scholars and teach- 
ers,” said Mhlanga, professor of biology and coordinator of the two-year-old symposium. “I believe attendees 
were mightily impressed as we showcased the students’ work and took their excellence to the next level.” “The 
Student Scholars Symposium allows both graduate and undergraduate students to hone their communica- 
tion and presentation skills,” Mhlanga said. It promotes confidence among students while also supporting 
the College of Arts and Sciences’ general focus to get more students involved in one-on-one research projects 
with faculty. “Advanced research opportunities at the undergraduate level have been shown to engage students 
better. Their attention improves, and they learn problem-solving and critical-thinking skills better. They tend 
to go on to graduate schools and medical schools more often,” Mhlanga said. The interdisciplinary conference 
featured students and faculty from other colleges across the campus including Bible, pharmaceutical sciences, 
education, computing and informatics and engineering. “We want to put our school on the map, and these 
are the fruits of our labor,” Mhlanga said.

Dickey and other 
members of his team raised over $100,000. Ascending Kilimanjaro was 
much less a physical challenge for Dickey but more of a spiritual rein- 
forcement, he said. Dickey described a moment at the mountain peak 
when he looked out over cloud shelves to the world below and was 
awestruck.“ You’re captivated by the majesty of God in a way that you 
feel incredibly small, and it feels so good to be so small,” he said. “And 
that’s how you feel, and it feels just euphoric. And it’s a real neat expe-

Church Work that Transforms 


Compromise. It helps me to reevaluate and refocus my efforts when I start feel- 
ing burnt out on church work. It reminds me to keep God at the center where 
everything revolves around Him, rather than compartmentalizing my life and 
seeing “church work” as distinct from my daily life. When we ask ourselves what 
church work should look like, we first must ask ourselves what church work 
really means. What constitutes mission? Is it a mission trip? A children’s min- 
istry? Or does it encompass far more? If we exclusively relegate church work to 
the sacred sphere and continue on about our secular work without letting the 
gospel transform the way we engage in daily living, we miss the blessing of God’s 
redeeming work in the world. I love the way Chris Wright phrases it in his book 
The Mission of God’s People: “We need a holistic gospel because the world is in 
a holistic mess. And by God’s incredible grace we have a gospel big enough to 
redeem all that sin and evil have touched.” As God’s people - as the Church - 
we have the opportunity to live within His redemptive purpose. Our whole lives 
are active reflections of the work that God is already doing in the world. And 
the most incredible part is that He has gifted each of us with exactly the right 
personality traits and talents to impact the world in the special way that He calls 
© us. There is a place and a purpose for each one of us that we can only find 
oe Fad wiht when we see our lives with God at the center, impacting every arena in which we 
Baveeewer live and work and do business.

Haiti mission trip unites track & 
cross country teams 


Serving at the Cap Haitien Children’s Home in Cap Haitien, Haiti, brings the Lip- 
scomb men’s and women’s track and cross country teams closer as they minister to 
children in need. “At the end of the day, we won’t remember every 100-meter sprint or 
every mile we ran with each other. But I will never forget serving with my teammates 
and my family,” said Alexander McMeen, a junior from Nashville. The teams strive to 
make service a focus both in Nashville and around the world. The Cap Haitien home 
was founded in 1988 and hosts about 60 children of all ages. For the past few years 
Hunter and Jillian Kittrell - two Lipscomb graduates - have taken position as the field 
administrators.“Our main goal while in Haiti is to use our athletic abilities as a tool for 
teaching the kids in Haiti and showing Christ’s love through the talents that God has 
given us,” said Katie Bunker, a junior from Cedarville, Ohio. Every aspect of this trip 
calls for teamwork, even the fundraising. The teams hosted a 24-hour relay on Friday, 
Nov. 2, where track and cross country teammates ran for a full 24 hours, switching 
runners during allotted times. The runners tracked their miles, and people who wanted 
to help the team raise money donated a certain amount of money per mile. This year, 
the team ran a total of 160 miles, raising about $2,500 for their trip. “It’s an event that 
the whole team can get involved with to tell people about what we’re doing and earn 
money, instead of just asking for it,” Bunker said. Amanda Twigg, a junior from Cumber- 
land, Md., said the trip unites these large teams in a special way through sharing God’s 
love.“The track and cross country teams are really big, so it’s hard to know everyone,” 
she said. “The first group to go to Haiti seemed random for that reason, but the trip 
made us best friends.” “You see a different side of people that you don’t get to see 
hanging out with them at school, or running 16 miles together,” McMeen said. “You see 
right to the depths of people’s hearts when they’re serving someone else. And getting to 
see the team go down there and let go of themselves and their problems to spend time 
with these kids definitely connects us on a more meaningful level.”

Kerry Patterson seryes students and the world 
through engineering 


After a successful career in military defense engineering, Kerry Patterson thought he'd arrive at age 65 and 
start sitting “on the porch in a rocking chair somewhere.” But now that he’s reached retirement age, Patter- 
son says he’ll keep teaching classes and going on engineering missions trips as long as he can. Patterson, who 
started teaching engineering at Lipscomb nearly 10 years ago, said he entered education as an escape from the 
“commercial rat race.” According to Patterson, his old friend from the University of Tennessee Fred Gillam, 
former head of Lipscomb’s Raymond B. Jones College of Engineering, called one day to encourage Patterson 
to join the teaching staff at Lipscomb. “When I interviewed with the provost for the position,” Patterson said, 
“Dr. Bledsoe said, ‘I don’t really think I have much choice because I promised your friend that a condition 
of his taking the job was that he had to be able to hire you.” After a three-year stint in the U.S. Army missile 
command, Patterson spent 25 years doing work related to military ballistic missile defense systems. But Pat- 
terson said education had been a possibility in the back of his mind for years. “I always thought that some- 
time down the road I’d like to teach and I'd like to teach in a Christian university,” he said. “But since there 
weren’t very many Church of Christ schools that had engineering, I thought I would probably have to settle 
for math or physics. When this college of engineering thing came along, it was an even better situation than | 
had anticipated.” Patterson said he knew when he came to Lipscomb that he would be fulfilling an “engineer- 
ing educator role” in “a nice Christian environment,” but he didn’t fully expect what was to come. “I didn’t 
realize the impact on my own spiritual life that this choice would entail,” he said. “It’s been a great journey 
for me. I was 55 when I came here. I said, ‘In 10 years I'll be 65, and I'll go sit on the porch in a rocking 
chair somewhere.’ But I really love it here, and I don’t plan on leaving. I just want to keep doing it until God 
tells me it’s time to quit. It’s been a great experience for me spiritually.” Since he began at Lipscomb, Patter- 
son has been a part of seven engineering mission trips to Guatemala. He has visited two areas of the country, 
one of which is the Ulpan Valley where Lipscomb maintains long-term investment through Project Ulpan. 
During the trips, Patterson said the groups have built three bridges, put in three water systems, installed solar 
powered cell phone charging stations and constructed facilities in the Ulpan Valley. According to Patterson, 
the trips give students an opportunity to put their education into action. “The biggest thing for me was get- 
ting to see and experience our students giving themselves to Kingdom work, using their professional skills 
and being captured themselves by God’s plan for serving other people,” he said. “It’s just that whole thing of 
being an engineer, having skills and being able to use those in Kingdom related endeavors that kind of brings 
their whole Lipscomb experience together into something really concrete.”

The Lip nity marked another milestone this spring as more than 659 
graduates were honored for completing coursework in May or August 2013. For the 
eighth consecutive year, more students than ever before participated in commence- 
ment, held May 4 in Allen Arena. During the ceremony, 385 undergraduates, 216 
graduates and 68 doctors of pharmacy graduates were recognized. Included in this 
year’s graduating class were 35 veterans who were part of the university’s Yellow 
Ribbon Program as well as the first students to graduate with a Master of Science 
degree in Biomolecular Science.
